ALBANY, N.Y., Aug. 14—(4)—John 
J. Curtin, chief counsel to Mayor 
James J. Walker, said tonight that 
before the present hearing is over he 
‘may go into the courts and demand 
an injunction requiring Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to withhold his 
derision until the legality of the pro- 
ceedings is established. : 

Later he explained that such action 
was being considered only in the event 
that Governor Roosevelt did not per- 
mit the mayor to call the witnesses 
on whose testimony Samuel Seabury 
pased his “conclusions” which form 
the basis of the hearing before the 
governor. 
1. He said “if the governor calls the 
witnesses that Seabury relied on to 
draw his conclusions then there will 
be no court action.” 

It is the contention of the mayor's 
counsel that the procedure followed by 
Governor Roosevelt in hearing charges 


‘on which is based a demand for Walk- 


er’s removal! is illegal because the gov- 
ernor has admitted as evidence the 
records, including testimony and evi- 
dence, of the Hofstadter legislative 
committee, assembled during the last 
two years at a cost to the state of 
nearly three quarters of a million dol- 
lars. 
Governor's Power. 

Mayor Walker's counsel has label- 
ded those records ex parte evidence, 
has asserted that in his opinion the 
governor is acting in a judicial ca- 
pacity, and has demanded that the 
present hearing be conducted as a 
trial, with the witnesses present, to 
be exarhined and cross-examined. 

Up until today it was said that, if 
Walker took the matter to the courts, 
he would not do so until after the 
hearing was over and the decision ren- 
dered. 

“If we are going to take it to court,” 
Curtin said tonight on the train which 
brought the mayor and his party back 
to Albany for resumption of the ses- 
sion tomorrow, “we'll go before the 
hearing is ended. 

“We don't want to take a chance 
of locking the stable door after the 
horse is stolen.” 

Governor Roosevelt has = granted 
bath to Walker and his opponents the 
right to call any witnesses they may 
desire. He ruled Friday. however, 
that the Hofstadter committee records 
were evidence, and has questioned 
the mavor on their contents. 

Wants Them in Albany. 

It is the contention of Walker and 
his advisers that the testimony of the 
witnesses before the committee should 
be disregarded, and that they should 
be brought to Albany to be examined 
and cross-examined in person, as in a 
trial in the courts. 

Curtin did not indicate whether the 
legal action, if there is any, would be 
started in New York or in Albany. 
If it is started before the hearing is 
ended, it likely will have to be start- 
‘ed this week. Just how much longer 
the hearing will last is problematical. 
Neither side has indicated how many 
Witnesses, if any, it will call.

For August 26 by Hoover 


To Form 


Business and Industrial Committees of 12 


Federal Reserve Districts Will Meet 


Program. 


| WASHINGTON, Aug. 
President Hoover today. set August 
26 as the date of a White House con- 
| ference of the business and industrial 
committees of the 12 federal reserve 
districts, “for the purpose of organ- 
izing a concerted program of action 
along the whole economic front.” 

“The conference will deal with spe- 
cific projects where definite accom- 
plishments in business, agriculture and 
employment can be attained and will 
co-ordinate the mobilization of private 
and governmental instrumentalities to 
that end.” Mr. Hoover said. 

The chief executive added that he 
planned to appoint special committees 
to deal with questions directly con- 
cerning agriculture, labor, railways 
and other industries. 

Mr. Hoover enumerated the subjects 
to be “considered and definitely co- 
ordinated,” as follows: 

“A canvass of the means, methods,

French Premier Answers 


War Is Threatening. 


METZ, France, 
Premier Edouard Herriot replied in 
forceful terms today to President Hoo- 
ver’s speech of acceptance and Xecre- 
tary of State Stimson’s address on 
the Kellogg-Briand peace pact. 

At the opening of the Moselle canal 
he declared that while France was on 
the side of peace she must be forever 
vigilant because she still ‘was confront- 


ed with “appeals to violence’ and 


“eunlogies of war.” 

“We hear the voices of friends who 
assure us that war has been forever 
exercised,” he said in reference to the 
American pronotincements. “We would 
like to believe them and without de- 
lay associate ourselves with their op- 
timistn, 

“It is easier to conceive in a coun- 
try practically inviolate than on this 
soil so often torn up. Despite the 
solemnest engagements, despite the 
Briand-Kellogg pact, which Secretary 
Stimson recently commented on in 
such elevated terms, we perceive also 
appeals to violence and eulogies of 
war which we should be able to think 
had been stilled forever. | 

“People of wisdom are both pacific 
and vigilant. President Hoover in- 
sisted on the necessity of maintain- 
ing the land and naval forces at a 
level high enough so that no foreign 
soldier could penetrate her soil. 

“Firm in her wish to develop all 
the works of peace, anxious to par- 
ticipate in all sincere efforts, but guar- 
anteed against any imprudence by the 
cruel memory of the past, all France 
models herself on a city which pre- 
serves its soul faithfully from any soil- 
ing—a soul which has not ceased to 
furnish an example of independence 
in dignity.”

GERMANY AWAITS 
NEXT HITLER STEP 


Possibility: That Frus- 
trated Nazi Leader May 
Decide on Course of Vio- 
lence Perturbs Nation. 


BERLIN, Aug. 14.—(4)—Political 
maneuvering to determine the compo- 
sition of Germany’s next government 
was deadlocked today as the result of 
President Paul Von Hindenbure’s dra- 
matic refusal yesterday to invest Adolf 
Hitler, whose nation..1 socialist party 
is the strongest in the reich, with com- 
plete power. 

Hitler, who left Berlin immediately 
after his fruitless interview with the 
old field marshal, remained aloof from 
the political arena pending a meeting 
Tuesday of his closest advisers. 


bers of the nazi party, the lesser lead- 
ers also will attend this meeting. 
These will include hundreds of nazi 
members of federal, state and local 
parliaments.. 

The gathering, which will take place 
in Berlin, probably will last two days. 
Hitler is in Munich now, but he will 
return to preside, — 

The nation was on the brink of it 
knew not what, but the people accept- 
ed the potentially dangerous situation 
with German sturdiness, It was a sun- 
shiny Sunday throughout almost all 
Germany and millions af persons took 
their ease on the beaches, dropping for 
the time being their political ates. 

This was a new development. For 
several months Sundays’ have been 
bloody days, with numerous political 
clashes piling up long casualty lists.

If he carries out that plan he will 
defy more lightning than Ajax did, for 
the possible opposition—including the 
nazis, nationalists, socialists, centrists, 
Bavarians and communists—totals 
586 votes, leaving the government at 
best only 21 upholders. 

Such a vote of no-confidence would 
be one of the most blistering repudia- 
tions ever received by any chancellor. 

In the last few days there has been 
some talk abroad about a possible nazi 
“march on Berlin” scheduled for this 
Sunday. The fact that these reports 
were groundless was proved when 
harassed Berlin residents stampeded 
to get away from the city’s almost 
unbearable heat. 


RABBI WISE ASSAILS 
HITLER ANTI-SEMITISM 

GENEVA, Aug. 14.—(UP)—Jews 
of the world must demand destruc- 
tion of “the cancer of anti-Semitism,” 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise, of New York, 
declared today in opening the world 
Jewish conference of 125 delegates 
from 25 countries. 

Dr. Wise criticized the German 
fascists for their campaign against 
Jews in that nation. 

“I do not believe in Hitlerism,” 
Dr. Wise, who is honorary ptesident 
of the conference, declared. “Jews be- 
lieve the spirit of Schiller and Les- 
sing more truly express the soul of 
Germany than Hitler and Goebels. 

“More than 500,000 Jews, a majority 
of them descendants of Jewish dwell- 
ers dnd builders in Germany for a 
thousand years, will not be physically 
exiled from the Germany of Heine, 
Boerne, Einstein—nor evicted from 
the fullest share of life and status of 
German citizenship. 

“We owe it to ourselves and the 
world to speak plainly and demand 
that the world destroy the cancer .of 
anti-Semetism. Israel is more than a 
football at the worst, or a pet of the 
nations at the best.”

HOUSTON, Texas, Aug. 14.—(4) 
Seventeen persons were dead, at least 
50 were injured and property dam- 
age was estimated today at many 
thousands of dollars in the wake of a 
tropical storm which buffeted south 


Texas last night. 
The list of dead and injured slow- 


ly mounted as crippled communica- 
tions were repaired and rescue work- 
ers moved into the stricken area, 
with in a radius of 75 or 100 miles. 
The storm moved slowly through 
south Texas in a southwest direc- 
tion tonight with rapidly diminishing 
force, after sweeping an area near 
Taylor, about 200 miles northwest of 
Houston. 

Striking the Texas coast between 
Galveston and Freeport, 34 miles 
from Galveston, late yesterday, the 
storm raged for many hours, the wind 
attaining a velocity of about 70 miles 
an hour at Houston. From Galves- 
ton and Houston it moved north to 
Taylor before turning southwest. 

“It is following the usu] course 
of such disturbances,” the weather 
bureau at Dallas reported. “It prob-, 
ably will blow itself out without fur- 
ther violence.” ‘

HINES SCORES DEMAND

CHAUTAUQDA, N. Y., Aug: 14.— 
(P)}—“To the veteran who came 
through the war unscathed, the gov- 
ernment owes its gratitude but, until 
the time comes when assistance is 
needed, nothing more than it owes to 
any other loyal citizen,” declared 
General Frank T. Hines, administra- 
tor of veterans’ affairs, in an address 
to an audience comprising many for- 
mer service men at Chautarqua Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

Statistics cited by General Hines 
showed the British annual payments 
averages $58 per man reported dead 
or injured, the Prench $73 and the 
United States $2,658. 

“If inequalities in existing laws 
are to be corrected,” he said, “and 
expenditures kept within reasonable 
bounds, future steps having toe do 
with veterans’ relief must be taken 
only after most «careful consideration. 
It may be that the next congress may 
arrange for some committee in each 
branch to handle veterans’ affairs, 
thus. concentrating and _ simplifying 
consideration of an immense and im- 
portant problem.” 

Commenting on the individual vet- 
eran, the administrator said: “I can 
see no justification for a veteran ap- 
plying to his government for aid who 
is well able to provide for himself. 
If we are to teach our yousg men 
that service to their country means 
that government thereafter must re- 
ward that service, irrespective of 
need, then we are undermining the 
very foundation of good citizenship.” 

Referring to administration, Gen- 
eral Hines said; “Our present ma- 
chinery is too complicated. Laws 
have been built up piecemeal. By a 
simpler, more direct method of, vet- 
erans’ relief expenditures of our na- 
tional government would have gone 
further.”

Authorities who examined the 
overcoat found in the Merrill home 
say that the hairs on the collar ob- 
viously came from a white persons 
head. 

Geiger’s parents told officers that 
he was at home that evening until 
8:30. He said he had left his over- 
coat hanging on a nail in “Skunk’s 
Nest.” 

Now comes one of the most curious 
coincidences of this curious and baf- 
fling story. Smeared fingerprints in 
blood found in Miss Merrills home 
were made in several places by the 
hand ®f a person who made no print 
with the index finger. The bloody 

rints were made with three fingers. 
ome of these prints hook as if they 
were made with a left and others as 
if with a right rand. 

Both these men—Dana, who stands 
charged with murder, and Geiger, who 
was rearrested Friday—have muti- 
lated forefingers. Dana’s is the right 
forefinger and Geiger’s the left. 

Finger Prints Blurred 

The prints, according to the expert 
who examined them, are somewhat 
blurred and hard to identify. Dana 
and Geiger have had their fingerprints 
taken. 

If Dana stayed in the golf club 
playing the piano until 6:30, Aug. 4. 
it would have been possible for 
him either to have walked straight 
home and to have reached the “Goat 
Castle” by 7:15, or to have gone to 
Miss Merrill’s estate and to have en- 
tered it at the time Mr. and Mrs. 
Baker saw the overcoated man go in. 
If he went to the Merrill estate he 
would scarcely have had time to go 
home first. But Mr. Eidt is itive 
he wore no overcoat in the clubhouse. 

“Good heavens,” said Mr, Bidt, “if 
he’d worn an bvercoat on an August 
afternoon, don’t you think I'd have 
noticed it and asked him if he had the 
ague or something?” 

But is there a possibility about that 
famous overcoat? There is. 

If Dana hurried, he might have gone 
by “Skunk’s Nest” and picked up the 
overcoat. 

But, in fairness to Dana, it should 
be observed that Mr. Eidt said that 
for a man who was contemplating a 
murder, Dana appeared singularly un- 
concerned while «he was playing the 
piano at the Golf Club. 

“He played beautifully that afté- 
noon, as he always did,” said Mr. 
Eidt. “He was a marvelous musician, 
in spite of his broken finger. No, I 
ean’t recall what he played—it was 
high-class stuff and I don’t know the 
names of the pieces. But they were 
we pretty.” 

that afternoon somebody in the 
club remarked that Octavia kery, 
Dana’s companion in the “Goat 
Castle,” had said there were too many 
cats around for comfort. And Dana, 
Mr. Ejidt said, looked up with a sur- 
prised face and answered, “Why, 
we've got only 19.” 

Legal Battle in 1923. 

But for a close legal battée in 1923, 
Duncan Minor, Miss Merrill's sweet- 
heart and discoverer of the trail of 
blood on her steps, might have been 
o owner of the “Goat Castle” to- 
ay. 

The place was sold: for taxes to 
Dunean Minor. Miss Dockery went to 
Lawrence T. Kennedy, a Natchez at- 
torney, called the “Tiger Man” by his 
friends because of his fiery dress, and 
asked him if he couldn’t do something 
to save their home. She said she be- 
lieved Dana was of unsound mind, and 
drew a pathetic picture of herself and 
Dana turned out of the only place 
they had to live in. 

Mr. Kennedy looked up the law, 
which states that a place sold for 
taxes must be redeem within two 
years or the purchaser becomes com- 
plete owner, with the possibility of the 
former owners redeeming the property 
by paying the back taxes, an exce 
tion, Mr. Kennedy discovered, made 
in the case of “infants and persons 
of unsound minds.” 

So the matter was brought into 
court. Dana was sent for, that he 
might be put on the stand and his 
sanity tested. 

“But Dana,” Mr. Kennedy explains, 
“was off in the woods and could, not 
be found. So a guar’ was ordered put 
at the House and tirected to arrest 
him and bring him into court as soon 
as he turned up. He didn’t turn up 
until late in the afternoon. He was 
brought into court, was judged to be 
of unsound mind, Miss Doekery was 
appointed his guardian, the 
Castie’ was redeemed and from that 
day until their arrest Dana and Miss 
Dockery lived there.” 

So there you ate. The details of this

Causing Death 
May Have Been Fired 
From Recluse’s Gun. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., 
(NANA)—The bullets tha 
body of Miss Jane Surget Merrill, for 
whose death Miss Octavia Dockery and 
Richard Dana are he'd, may have come 
from her own gun. _ 

For Miss Merrill owned a pistol 
from which those bullets may have 
been fired, and she frequently carried 
}it in her handbag when she came into 
Natchez, driving the ancient little 
automobile which never stopped for a 
red light. 

Moreover, the 68-year-old aristocrat, 
whose mysterious death by shooting 
galvanized this peaceful city, was her- 
self a crack cht. So well and so often 
did she shoot that one of the negrves 
who reported having heard shots fronr 
the Merrill estat. on the right of her 
death said that he did not report them 
to the police at once, because when he 
suggested doing so his wife laughed 
at him, reminding him, “It’s probably 
just Miss Jennie killing another one 
of Dana’s goats,” 

And since it was well known that 
“Miss Jennie” was in the habit of 
shooting at the animals that strayed 
over from the “Goat Mansion” where 
Dana and Miss Doc:cry lived among 
the livestock, her death went undis- 
covered for more than an hour. 
Revolver Not Found. 

Her .22 calibre rifle was found in 
her home. But her little revolver was 
not found, and has not been found, 
though authorities have been combing 
the countryside for 1 week. 

“Rat she had a revolver,” insisted 
E. C. Boyt, garage mechanic. “I've 
seen it in her handbag fifty times, 
when she opened the bag to pay for 
repairs I made on her rattling little 
car. It was a bit of a gun .and looked 
to me like a .32 ealibre pistol. I never 
asked her about it. Of course, one 
didn’t ask Miss Jennie about her busi- 
ness: If you'd known her the way we 
knew her, you wouldn’t wonder.” 

Boyt is the mechanic who always 
repaired Miss Merrill's car, until it 
got so old that not even his repairs 
would make it run past red lights any 
longer. Every policeman in Natchez 
knew Miss Merrill never waited for 
a red light but nobody ever gave her 
a ticket. 

“You just didn’t bother Miss Jen- 
nie.” is the way all explain it. 

“Miss Jennie got that little road- 
ster about 1919,” Boyt said. “She ran 
it till about nine months ago, when 
it was literally falling to pieces, then 
she bought another. a coupe this time. 
She and I got to be pretty good 
friends. I mean, as much as anybody 
could be friends with Miss Jennie. She 
talked plenty, sure, but it was all 
about her car. Not about her personal 
affairs. 

Carried Gun to Town. 

“Tecan’t say she carried that gun 
every time she came to town. Some- 
times I didn’t notice, But she usually 
did. I saw it because she always paid 
cash for gas and oil and repairs. If 
anybody had asked me what calibre 
it was. I’d have said .32. You cant 
help wondering about that revolver 
now, since she was killed with .32 
bullets, and they haven’t found the 
revolver, though her .22 rifle was 
right there in the house. 

“She never carried much money 
with her. Sometimes she would send 
for me to come out to her place and 
make repairs on the car, because it 
was so shaken to pieces it wouldn't 
even run into town. She was very 
particular, but she was nice. : 

“No, she never gave me anything 
to eat when I came out there. Not 
even a cup of coffee. When I had 
appendicitis about a year ago she 
gave me a good talking to when I got 
back to the shop. Told me _ people 
never had such things when she was 
young, and that the reason we had 
appendicitis today was that we ate 
too much. She said young people 
nowadays were always eating. She 
never ate much, that’s certain—I 
don’t believe she weighed more than 
98 pounds. i 

“When I used to go out to the 
house to repair the car, she never 

aid me then. That's why I dont 
lieve she ever kept any money at 
her house. She would always come 
into town the next day and pay for 
the work I had done the day before. 
She never let us send her a Dill. 

Natchez businessmen say she was 
in the habit of cashing small checks, 
rarely over $5, when she came to 
town. Brent Foreman. county tax as- 
sessor, said that he had cashed two 


checks for her the week before ‘her 


death, one for $5 and one for $3.50. 
“JT don’t believe she ever carried 
raore money than that with her,” he 
added. : 

Proof of Richard Dana's  long- 
doubted story that he was a_ close 
relative of the late Charles A. Dana, 
the famous editor of the New York 
Sun, was unearthed when letters 
were found in the debris of _ the 
“Goat Mansion” addressed to Richard 
H. Dana, and signed, “Your cousin, 
Charles A. Dana,” 

The letters were mailed in enve- 
lopes bearing the New York Suns 
old letterhead of a pair of red hills 
overlooking a sheet of red water, and 
a rising sun appearing between the 
hills, They were all mailed in the 
90s, and the stamps on the enve- 
lopes are those issued in 1892 in 
commemoration of the 400th anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America.

Petrification.

MACON, Ga., Aug. .14.-—(#)—A 
Florida scientist today visited Indian 
Springs to see the forms of two 
strange figures unearthed there last 
week, but said he was denied a care- 
ful examination of them. 

“The bodies might easily be wax 
figures,”"- commented Dr. Raymond 
Bellamy, head of the department of 
sociology and anthropology in the 
Vlorida State College for Women at 
Tallahassee, after his visit. 

“I have seen wax figures more 
life-like than those. Of course, I was 
not ‘able to take any scientific meas- 
urements and I would not speak with 
authority because of that, but my im- 
pression ig that the thing is a fake,” 
he said. 

Dr. Bellamy said the owner of the 
bodies would not open the glass case 
in which he is exhibiting them in his 
home for an admission price of 10 
cents. The forms—one of a woman 
and the ether of a child clasped in 
her arms-—were dug up Friday morn- 
ing on a farm not far from Indian 
Springs. It was believed they might 
have been bodies of Indians, or those 
of an even earlier race. 

Dr, Bellamy said he believes the 
bodies could not possibly be petrified, 
because, as far as he knows, human 
flesh has never been petrified. Pro- 
fessor Leon P. Smith, of Wesleyan 
College, here, and Dr. 8. C. McCallie, 
state geologist, likewise expressed the 
belief they were not of genuine petri- 
fication. Professor Smith saw the 
bodies, but was not permitted to ex- 
amine them, he said. Dr, McCallie 
did not see them. 

Scores of persons went to Indian 
Springs during the day to see the 
strange exhibit.

Blind Man’s 


Rhyme. | 

A blind old man with a weird rh 
stored in his failing memory is the 
remarkable figure behind a search 
which is being instituted for the crown 
and treasure of Czar an, the 
great medieval Serbian emperor who 
ruled over the peoples of the Balkan 

ninsula. Nearly a r ago Stanko 

imitch, a blind old Serbian, of Priz- 
ren, deciared that he knew the hiding 
place, or at least the secret, of the 
treasure. 

The authorities heard his story with 
interest and put the papers concern- 
ing it into their archives. There they 
were forgotten. Recently an inspector 
found the documents anid asked Stan- 
ko, who is now 90 years old, for fur- 
ther details. Stanko, reports Reuter 
from Belgrade, told how the secret of 
Dushan’s hidden treasures had been 
handed. down’ to the eldest son of bis 
family as a sacred trust for .centuries. 
On his deathbed his father had en- 
trusted to him the secret, and he had 
committed to memory a whole series 
of marks and signs by which the hid- 
ing place could be found. He had 
never tried to verify the story or fol- 
low up the marks to see even the site 
of the hiding place. 

During the war, Stanko’s four sons 
were all killed, and now, feeling that 
his own death is near, the old man 
‘wishes to tell the secret to King Alex- 
ander, the true heir to the wealth of 
the Dushans. The inspector asked for 
proofs and the old man gave him a 
rhyme by which the way to the hid- 
ing place can be traced. The inspec- 
tor set out with a number of wit- 
nesses and found every sign men- 
tioned in the rhyme. These clues led 
him across wild country to a high cliff 
in which there are many almost inac- 
céssible caves, a most likely spot for 
hidden treasure. 

Among the signs was mentioned the 
site of an ancient monastery, no men- 
tion of which had been made in the 
ilistrict for many decades. And when 
the other clues were followed they led 
to a mound of earth, beneath: which 
were found unmistakable ruins of a 
middle-age cloister. 


So convinced is the inspector by the 
truth of the first part of the old man's 
story that he has asked the authori- 
ties in Belgrade to visit the spot to 
follow up the reraaining clues and un- 
earth the famous crown and jewels of 
the mighty Czar Dushan. 


Lost 
Cities. 


Mr. St. John Philby, that fine writ- 
er, dauntless explorer and shrewd dip- 
lomat, who turned Mohammedan. 
writes the account of his recent ex- 
plorations in the Arabian desert in 
the London Times. He crossed a 
piece of desert namely that no white 
man, in human memory, had ever 
crossed before. Among other things 
he tells of the lost Arabian city of 
Wabar. 

This story and the legends in con- 

nection of the city’s disappearance 
sound like a repercussion of the NSo- 
dom and Gomorrah recital which oc- 
curs in the Old Testament. It was a 
judgment on the riotous court of the 
King ’Ad Ibn Kin’ad that “the great 
city in which he caronsed and sported 
with 90 concubines, 90 janissaries and 
90 horses was utterly destroyed by fire 
from heaven.’ 
In the case of the biblical cities, the 
commonest explanation is an explosion 
of gas and oj! stored and accumulating 
at high pressure, there having been 
parallels in geography. In our own 
time. the greatest cataclysm by fire 
has been the destruction of St. Pierre 
through the eruption of Mount Pelee. 
and as that cost 40.000 lives, it may 
perhaps be accounted the biggest “fire 
and brimstone’ disaster in history. 
though earthquakes have claimed an 
even higher death toll. 


case of Wabar the “fire from heaven” 
took the form of a meteorite. As a 
rule meteorites have managed to miss 
the populous centers; but we have 
only in the past few yegrs been learn- 
ing the full story of the one which fell 
in Siberia in 1910 and blasted the 
country for 500 miles around. 

It is amazing how little news came 
out of Russia in the past. Half the 
téfrific famines of the last century 
went by unobserved by the world at 
large. As to this meteorite, I doubt 
if anyone outside of learned geogra- 
phers ever heard of it and the disaster 


it caused.

Health Talks

THE HYDROPHOBIA LEGEND. 

Your volunteer committee of one 
begs to report progress in the hydro- 
phobia situation. Hydrophobia, the 
chairman of the committee. believes, is 
akin to this de-press-on malady which 
has supplanted high tension and nerve 
exhaustion in the affectation of the 
Yankee nation. It may be that there 
are millions out of. work, but that is 
nothing new. There are always mil- 
lions out of work in this country, and 
what’s more they are determined -to 
stay vut of work, even if they have to 
go to jail to do so. Only an occasional, 
poor sap goes to jail to achieve his 
inalianable American privilege. When 
the occasional culprit does take the 
rap, a hundred thousand of us other 
work dodgers breathe easy for a while. 
The only notable difference that 1 
can determine between the millions 
now out of work and the millions nor- 
mally out of work is that the present 
loafers are amateurs at the game, 
whereas we regular loafers or white 
collar men are professionals. Then, 
too, the amateurs are too honest—or 
too dumb—to do as we do. They do 
as we say. We say honest toil is a 
noble thing. And so it is if you can 
arrange the system so that the other 
fellow will keep on thinking, it is. 80. 

Some months ago this column came 
out unequivocally opposed to rabies as 
a humsn institution. In other words 
I declared, asserted and asseverated 
that there is no such thing as hydro- 
phobiay meaning rabies in man.” . 
the same time I] conceded that rabies 
prevails among domestic and wild ani- 
mals I based my stand on the lack of 
scientifi¢e proof of the occurrence of 
such disease in man. It has never 
been satisfactorily proved by the ac- 
cepted criterion, Koch’s law—that 3s, 
no one has been able to show that a 
characteristic disease can be produced 
by inoculating a normal animal -with 
virus obtained in cultures from an ani- 
mal that has the disease. Then, too. 
the laboratory diagnosis of rabies in 
animals or man hinges on the observa- 
tion of rather vague “Negri bodies 
in the brain tissue, and sometimes 
good pathologists disagree on the diag- 
nosis in a given instance, one believ- 
ing he sees the Negri bodies, the other 
being as positive they are not present. 
So far as alleged cases of human 
rabies are concerned, the best physi- 
cians who have. been privileged to ob- 
serve such cases usually disagree ou 
the diagnosis. 

So there we are. But mark you, if 
I were bitten or wounded or scratched 
by an animal presumed to be rabid, 
I'd want to have the benefit of the 
doubt. I'd want the animal confined 
under competent veterinary observa- 
tion for two weeks; if the veterinary 
surgeon assured me at the end of that 
period that the animal presented no 
suspicious sign or symptom of ill- 
ness, I'd forget it. If the veterinary 
surgeon could not be positive. I'd want 
to have the Pasteur anti-rabies treat- 
ment started immediately. If the ani- 
mal were not captured a ire was 
any question of rabies, I’d want the 
anti-rabies in ns right away. ms 
the animal were killed, I'd want 
head immediately packed in ice and 
sent at once to the ologist desig- 
nated by the local .

“For instance,” he said, “the re- 
publican platform declares that law 
must be made valid against violation, 
and then it proceeds to back down 
from law enforcement simply because 
it complains of violation.” 

In all of the history of the fight of 
temperance workers against liquor, 
Baruhart declared, the liquor traffic 
has taken the stand that the liquor 
laws cannot and must not be obeyed. 

“The liquor traffic is again making 
that same challenge,” he said, “and 
American statemanship must break 
that challenge forever.” 


DRY RANKS SPLIT 
OVER HOOVER BACKING. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(UP) 
The = in the dry ranks over Presi- 
dent Hoover’s prohibition pronounce- 
ment in his acceptance speech, widened 
tonight when Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 
chairman of the allied forces for pro- 
hibition ‘announced that the organiza- 
tion’s, executive committee had voted 
to support Mr. Hoover for re-election. 

The allied forces are composed of 
more than 1,000,000 affiliated pro- 
hibitionists. 

Poling said 187 of the 205 com- 
mittee members voted that the allied 
forces should support Mr. Hoover.

Franklin W. Fort, chairman of the 
home loan bank system, Sunday said 
in Washington that no cities will be 
considered as branch bank centers 
until banking districts have been defi- 
nitely outlined and that a number of 
vital legal questions will have to be 
satisfactorily answered befare any 
major step can be taken to launc 
banking operations. “The set-up of 
the farm loan bureau is very similar 
to that which we hope to perfect,” 
Fort said. 

Fort said that thousands of letters 
and wires have reached the board ask- 
ing for special consideration for vari- 
ous cities, but, not having permanent 
quarters yet and lacking adequate 
clerical help, it has been impossible to 
acquaint the board members with de- 
tails of the requests. 

Advices from Washington were that 
there is strong suspicion that political 
considerations will be uppermost in 
the minds of those organizing the 
banking system. It is understood that 
the White House does not look for the 
system to be going at full speed for 
three or four months, which means 
until after the fall elections, it was 
said.

An interesting nationwide study is 
now being made by Dr. Charles S. 
Johnson, director of the social science 
department of Fisk University, on the 
negro college graduate. It is the aim 
and effort of this study to tabulate 
the present status of these graduates 
as to some of the following: 

1, Present earnings. 

2. Length of time to secure desired oc- 
cupation. 

3. Status of the graduates’ family, as 
to education of his parents, number in 
family, whether married or not, number 
of children. 

4. Property owned. 

5. Contributions made in writings. 

6. Methods resorted to in order to se- 
cure desired occupation. 

7. Whether he or she is in desired oc- 
cupation. 

8. Consideration of whether his col- 
lege training benefited him in his ca- 
reer. Extent it was a handicap. 

9. Recommendations on what should be 
included in college programs to make a 
college education more helpful, and 
many other interesting questions. 

The results of this study should be 
far reaching and bring to light a large 
amount of extremely valuable data in 
regard to family life and standards 
among negro college graduates. This 
study will have much significance on 
the future methods on negro college 
courses and programs. It will enable 
them to better adapt their work to 
the needs of the negro who is pre- 
paring himself for a career. 

Dr, Johnson has a number of as- 
sistants working with him on _ this 
study in an endeavor to reach every 
possible graduate in the country. The 
questionnaire is very exhaustive as to 
the amount and angles of information 
desired. The assistants working on 
the study are specially trained persons 
and in an effort to secure the great- 
est degree of co-operation and accu: 
racy, they assist many in preparing 
their questionnaires. 

large number of people are co- 
operas os this study and when com- 
pleted will be the first exhaustive 
study on the life of the negro college 
graduate. Two other studies precetled 
this one. in 1902 and in 1910, made 
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by Dr. W. E. B. Dubois, when he was 
a professor at Atlanta university. At 
that time there were only about 1,613 
negro college graduates, and the study 
was not on as extensive a scale as 
this one. Today there are about 18,- 
000 negro college graduates.

Unpicked Cotton 
Lowers in Grade 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Ex- 
posure of cotton in the eg after the 
bolls first open rapidly lowers its 
grade, the United States department 
of agriculture has found after a se- 
ries of color tests. 

Although every cotton farmer knows 
that exposure lowers the grade of un- 
icked cottuns these tests indicate 
just how rapidly this lowering of 
grade takes place. 

Newly opened bolls were tagged in 
a South Carolina cotton field. Cotton 
was picked from some each day for 
a long period and tested for change m 
color, During the first two weeks all 
samples picked graded strict good or 
good middling, white or spotted. The 
last* sample to grade in the white 
grades was picked on the eighteenth 
day after tagging. From that time on 
the samples graded progressively 
through good middling spotted, good 
middling gray, strict middling spotted, 
strict middling blue, strict low, and 
low middling spotted, and finally be- 
come so low in color that they could 
not be graded at all by the official 
color standards,

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LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 14—

ay flamed once more against a 
southern California sky, and then 
This was the sig- 
nal that the greatest sporting pageant 
in world history had come to an_ end. 
The torch flamed and faded as the 
final echoes of “Aloha,” the farewell 
of the Pacific, came from a chorus 
of 1,500 voices, 

This dramatic closing of the great- 
est of all Olympics took place as 100,- 
‘000 spectators gathered in one of 
those emotional thrills that come rare- 
ly in any hunian’s life. 

This meant the closing of an 
Olympic that had broken four 
_times as many records as all oth- 
er combined Olympic competitions 
had ever sent to the r 
It meant the closing of an Olympic 
show that had attracted in the neigh- 
borhood of two million spectators, 
more.*than doubling the attendance 
at any other games. 

It meant the closing act, the 
final curtain, of 135 different 
competitions under the heading of 
14 major sports where the pick 
of the worléehad broken through 
the barrier of depression to write 
sporting history that will never be 
forgotten. 

The athletes of the United States 
dominated most of these sports, but 
it was the same gesture of the world 
outside that made them a’ success, 
It was the heavy sacrifice, a sacri- 
fice written in blood, that far away 
nations made for the love of sport, 
that wrote the most brilliant chapter 
in the Olympic book. 


Highest Peak. 


The men and women athletes of the 
United States rose to the tallest peak 
that any set of athletes have ever 
reached. But they were competing at 
home. To make these games an over- 
whelming success it needed the amaz- 
ing swimming of the Japanese; the 
middle distance running of Great Brit- 
tain and Italy; Poland’s contribution 
to the 10,000-meter run with the as- 
tonishing performance of Kusocinsky 
and his 100-yard sprint down the 
stretch; the victory of Sweden in the 
pentathlon; the final spurt of Italy's 
eight-oared crew; the sculling victory 
of Australia and the winning lead 
which Argentina deserved in the box- 
ing finals—but did not get .through 
poor decisions. And there was also 
the marathon crown which Zabala 
took back to the land of the pampas 


in the greatest single feature of the. 


games. 

The outside world contributed 
its full quota to these games 
which came to a close as the 
final strain of “Aloha” died away 
and the Olympic torch no longer 
left its flame against the sky. 
There were quite enough emotion- 
al thrills in the epening day 
ceremonies. For more than two 
weeks the games carried these un- 
broken thrills along on land and 
water. 

They are said the strain—the ex- 
citement—the _ thrills—couldn’t pos- 
sibly last. But day after day big 
crowds fpacked eight arenas, scat- 
tered over 100 square miles of terri- 
tory, to follow runners and jumpers, 
horsemen and oarsmen, swimmers and 
divers, fencers and boxers, cyclists and 
wrestlers, through a 14-ringed circus 
that kept one dazed and bewildered, 
even attempting to cover the outer 
tim of championship peaks. 

The last big thrill came today 
in the hardest of ‘all equestrian 
tests, the Prix Des Nations. hard- 

,er even than the Grand National. 

Here is the picture before you— 
100,000 spectators—16 jumps and 
hazards—where any one may mean 
destruction to horse or rider at any 
time. One jump means a maximum 
spread of 16 feet 5 inches where the 
horse must clear 25 feet to land. 
There are jumps above 5 feet in 
height, built up, with water and 
hedges and heavy rocks. 

The picked riders and horses of 
five nations—United States, Po- 
land, Japan, Mexico and Sweden 
face the test. At the third test 
the Mexican horse refuses. Then 
Lieutenant John Wofford, riding 
Babe Wartham, faces the 18 bar- 
riers. At the seventh barrier, the 
killing one, both horse and rider 
crash and fall. 

This is the 17-foot barrier. Babe 
Wartham topples back into the ditch. 
Lieutenant Wofford falls with him, 
But they have three chances to make 
up failures over the entire *ourse. 
On the final attempt the game Babe 
just clears the ditch and the top of 
the barrier. They clear the remain- 
ing obstacles while the crowd roars 
—2,000-meters of possible death and 
probable = injury—a , chance-taking 
whirl that leaves 100,000 spectators 
with leaping pulses and thumping 
hearts. It has become the climax of 
the Olympic festival, the big thrill 
of all the games,

NEW YORK, Aug. 13,.—Bank 
clearings registered a periodic decline 
during the week ended August 10, 
but fell much more sharply than the 
season warrants, in spite of contin- 
ued stock market activity. Clearings 
from 47 leading cities of the United 
States, as reported to Bradstreet’s, 
totalled $4,245,073,000 for the past 
week, a loss of 16.5 per cent from the 
previous week and of 36.4 per cent 
from the corresponding week a year 
ago. Clearings outside of New York 
city amounted to $1,451,922,000, 11.1 
per cent less. than the week before 
and 37.7 per cent below a year ago. 


Even allowing for a normal de- 
cline of 4.9 percent, Bradstreet’s 
clearings index, which excludes New 
York city, fell to 38.6 per cent of 
the 1928-30 average. This  con- 
ares with 41.2. last week and 61.9 
ast year. More significant is the 
fact that the five weeks moving av- 
erage, which. seeks to eliminate mi- 
nor fluctuations from week to week. 
has resumed its slight downward 
trend, which was interrupted ast 
week. It now stands at: 39.5, as 
against 39.7 and 62.2 last week and 
last year, respectively. This gives 
no indication of any permanent re- 
lief in the present condition of busi- 
ness activity as cted by check 
transactions, but by its small range 
of fluctuations around the low point, 
seems to indicate that the bottom has 
been pretty well reached. 


The northwestern section again ran 
counter to the general trend and re- 
ported a very slight increase in clear- 
ings over the previous week. Declines 
in the other sections ranged from 18.7 
per cent im the New England and 
middle Atlantic industrial regions to 
2.6 per cent in the more rural south 
central area,

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GUNTINUE TO ADVANCE 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14-—The vol- 
ume of orders plaeed last week was 
very large and prices have been ad- 
vanced of many of the standard con- 
structions from 15 to 20 per cent, 
Due to the very rapid advance in cot- 
ton, it has been. difficult to keep 
cloth prices in line and there are still 
many cases where it has been impos- 
sible to secure the cotten advance, 
particularly on heavy goods such as 
drills, etc. From a market standpoint 
probably the most important, feature 
was the activity on various construc- 
tions of sheetings where the business 
was needed to lift the selling pressure, 
Grey goods were active in practically 
all lines and there was a much im- 
proved demand for colored goods, job- 
bers asking for anticipation of deliv- 
eries-and at the same time placing 
additional business for later delivery. 
There was again a large demand for 
sheets and pillow cases, towels and 
blankets. -Taking all fabrics into con- 
sideration, this has probably been hte 
most satisfactory week in the way of 
general buying that we have experi- 
enced this year. 

We pointed out ‘recently that much 
would depend on the improvement in 
the demand for finished goods and we 
are gled to report that there has been 
an excellent demand for bleached 
goods, prices having been advanced in 
line with gray goods. On percales, 
while the demand has improved, more 
goods will have to be sold before con- 
ditions can be considered satisfactory 
from the printers’ standpoint. Cata- 
log and chain stores have done some 
important buying but jobbers have not 
yet bonght finished goods in a sub- 
stantial. way. 

Looking ahead, it is our opinion 
that should the market. continue rea- 
sonably active for another few weeks 
many of the weak spots will be clear- 
ed up and the irregularity in prices 
will be largely eliminated. We must 
bear in mind that inventories are ex- 
tremely low in the various channels 
of distribution and, while there may 
not be much increase in consumers’ 
demand in the immediate future, on 
the other hand. if the confidence re- 
cently exhibited gets no serious set- 
back, the possibility of building up 
nventories even a little will mean a 
tremendous increase in yardage.
